This the story was told in the néws 
dispatches of a recent day. 

The black bear lives principally upon 
berries, roots and grubs. In only the 
very rarest of cases has he been known 
to attack a human being. His pelt in 
August is useless. 

A bear in water is practically defense- 


less.
